The only thing that really made for real 
security and comfort was the currency, which was good old 
US. dollars. N 

Why military script? How much easier life would be in 
Japan, I thought, if real money could be used by our service 
personnel and by all the rest of us who are engaged in the 
pursuit of the elusive dollar? Everything becomes so 
simple and so legal when solid currency is available. Yen 
is really good and so are dollars and pounds sterling. Let 
us hope they get together and soon in this now well-estab- 
lished economy. 

But, they have done something in Okinawa which I have 
never seen before. Brother, this is completely unclear to 
me! Let me tell you about it. They, the military govern- 
ment, have scrapped all license plates on cars (at great ex- 
pense to Uncle Sam) and have ordered new ones. Each 
plate is prefixed by CL, a It. colonel by LC and a captain 
and so on down to an enlisted man (EM for enlisted man) 
—so the MP knows the rank of the driver! 

The idea back of this system, they tell me, is to en- 
courage reenlistment so you can eventually have a higher 

license plate. However the only observable result 
to date is that those with high ranking plates are immune 
to arrest by a mere EM of the MP corps. 

Now I feel I have seen everything. Even a poor ser- 
geant after duty, in civilian clothes is a marked man and 
must pay the penalty of his rank. The field officers merrily 
break all the traffic rules completely confident that all will 
be overlooked because of his rank. This, I thought, was 
very un-American and whoever dreamed it up must have 
been a very rank-conscious officer. Okinawa was grand 
but this one feature made me lose my faith in some top- 
ranking officer, whoever he may be. (149)

For U.N.-China Problem 


next September it may 
be impossible—or not worth it 
to try—to prevent the United 
Nations Assembly voting in Red 
China. In any case, sooner or 
later, our China pol must 
meet two complex problems— 
how to bring Communist China 
further into an international 
order, and how to give National- 
ist China on Taiwan a more 
secure international status. 
Both these feats must be 
formed soon, at the same 
and in the teeth of Chinese op- 
position. 


Two Imperative Objectives 


Our reasons for seeking these 
two objectives are sufficiently 
well-known and compelling. We 
hope to see mankind survive 
through arms control, for which 
purpose Communist China will 
eventually have to be included 
in the international order. 

In any case, facing the 

that a United Nations 
majority may swing against our 
present negative stand on Red 
China, we need to recapture the 
initiative with a more flexible 
and creative approach. 

We view Taiwan as constitut- 
ing today an independent re- 
gime of 11 million persons in a 
distinct and defensible area 100 
miles overseas from China, with 
much to lose under any future 
mainland control. In size 
population, Taiwan is in the 
top third among the 99 mem- 
bers of the United Nations. 

American support of Taiwan 
is unavoidable and essential for 
many reasons—moral and hu- 
manitarian, strategic and diplo- 
matic, educational and cultural 
etc. 


Two Chinas’ Policy 
Such considerations have led 
to the socalled “Two Chinas” 
policy, which as a first step 
would give both Nationalist 
China and Communist China 
seats in the United Nations As 
sembly. 
Unfortunately, Chinese of both 
camps, all creeds and every 
area denounce a “Two Chinas” 
— and vehemently assert 
they will have none of it. 


It is implicitly opposed 
both to the modern sentiment 
of Chinese nationalism and to 
the great tradition of China's 
cultural-political unity. 

No patriotic Chinese anywhere 
can say “Two Chinas” without

Thus our ally President 
Chiang uses his sentimental 
supporters in the United States, 
his legal prerogatives as a 
sovereign power, his superior de- 
termination and capacity to do- 
minate the local Taiwan scene, 
so as to hamstring any more 
fiexible or constructive American 
policy, discredit its advocates 
and make it generally too diffi- 
cult to pursue. 


For example, for Kuomin- 

pros- tang’s chief of a future

Meanwhile, Mao Tse-tung in 
his relations with Soviet Russia 
seems to have created, from a 
position of relative weakness, a 
distinct threat to Soviet leader- 
ship of the Communist bloc. 

recent Moscow conclave 
and its compromise statement 
failed to resolve Sino-Soviet 
differences. The result is that 
the Kremlin is now on notice 
that its failures will henceforth 
enhance Peiping’s influence. 

When we feel the pain that 
an antiquated Chinese politician 
like President Chiang can cause 
us, with his slighter resources, 
we may well sympathize with 
the Soviets as they face their 
gargantuan China problem.

Haunts South Vietnam

SAIGON (NANA)—Red ter- 
rorism in South Vietnam has in- 
creased at an alarming rate. It 
is no longer safe to travel out- 
side of the capital without an 
escort or without first checking 
on local guerrilla activity. 


Last November the Commu- 
nists lost a thousand men, the 
highest figure of any month 
since the country was partition- 
ed in two. Government casual- 
ties are said to be far smaller. 


The attacks are aimed at dis- 
crediting the Government and 
weakening its ties with the peo- 
ple, to disrupt the local eco- 
nomy and administration. The 
agitators dig up roads, molest 
teachers and even hinder the 
work of antimalaria teams. 
Government officials are har- 
rassed or murdered, and Gov- 
ernment offices are burned. 

Increased Guerrilla Activity 

Activity in areas south of 
Saigon has greatly increased in 
the last year with the guerrillas 
engaging both the police and 
the local militia. Now for the 
first time there have been 
strikes west and north of 
Saigon in the formerly 
highlands. The attac con- 
‘tinue over a wide area for 
several days before government 
forces can be built up and the 
marauders dispersed. 

Frequently the guerrillas are 
based in Laos for strikes inside’ 
South Vietnam after having re- 
ceived their training in the 
Communist North. The cadres 
are made up of southerners 
with Red sympathies, Southern- 
ers who went north for training 
and returned via Laos and 
Cambodia or by junk.

To combat the new wave of 
terrorism President Ngo Dinh 
Diem founded early in 1960 the 
now famous agrovilles.

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Growth of Soviet Agriculture Misrepresented 


WASHINGTON (VOA)—Ques- 
tions on the rate of growth of 


industry and agriculture in the 
Soviet Union have been the sub- 
ject of wide comments and dis- 
cussion in recent.weeks. David 
V'llls of the National Broadcast- 


ing Company expressed himself 


as follows: 


Moscow has published yet an- 
other boast by the Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev that com- 
munism’s main weapon against 
capitalism is the higher stan- 
dard of living. 

Speaking to a conference on 
Soviet farm failures, Khrush- 
chev repeated his confidence 
that the Soviet Union will be- 
fore long overtake the United 
States in per capita output of 
meat and other produce. 

It seems to be widely assum- 
ed even in the West that un- 
less we do something urgently 
Khrushchev’s boast will even- 


tually come true, on the argu- 
ment that Soviet production is 
believed to be growing at six 
per cent a year, it is bound to 
overtake ours which is growing 
at only 3.5 per cent a year. 

According to Dr. C. Clark, 
one of the world’s leading ex- 
perts on the measurement of 
Soviet production, this con- 
clusion is a complete illusion. 

It is based on the false as- 
sumption that the rapid rate of 
Soviet recovery in the im- 
mediate postwar years could 
be continued indefinitely into 
the future. In a memorandum 
published by the Senate Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary, Dr. 
Clark reports that over the 
whole period from 1913 to 
1956, the rate of growth of 
Soviet productivity was only 
1.2 per cent per annum.
